Claims 4 and 13 have been cancelled; and 
Claims 1,5,7-9,17 and 19 have been amended. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3,5-12 and 14-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The solid-state light apparatus disclosed by the applicant generally comprises: 
a housing with a cavity; an area array of light emitting 
diodes(LEDs) positioned in the cavity, and generating a light 
beam; 

a unitary cover coupled with the housing and disposed across 
the cavity; 

the cover having an integral central portion and a rim portion; 
the central portion being convex and shaped as a lens 
transmitting the light beam emitted by LEDs; 
the rim portion extending outwardly from the lens; and 
an electronic detection device positioned in the cavity. 
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The above indicated solid-state light apparatus disclosed by the applicant is 
known in the art. However, the prior art of record fails to show or suggest the 
applicant's invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of record does not 
disclose proper motivation for combining: 



a cover including a central convex lens integral with a rim 
portion as recited in claims 1 and 19; 

the rim portion further having a second tens separated from the 
central portion lens as recited in claims 1 and 19; and 
the second lens making an electronic circuit, positioned in the 
cavity, viewable as recited in claims 1 and 19. 



Claims 2,3,5-12 and 14-18 are necessarily allowed because of their 
dependency on the allowed base Claim 1. 

Claim 20 is necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the allowed 
base Claim 19. 

Neither combined nor individual teaching of KuoetaL (U.S. Patent No. 
6,019,493) and Yashuhiko (Japanese Patent No. JP 41 1261990 A) discloses a light 
apparatus comprising a central convex lens integrally attached to its cover which 
additionally including a rim bearing a second lens. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
